ONE KILLED

National Guardsmen Turn Their Rifles on 


Mob at Strike-Ridden Plant After Hand-to- 
Hand Fighting With Bricks and Fists — 
Several Others Wounded by Bullets. 


TOLEDO, 0., May 24—(AP)—One man was killed and 


four or five others wounded as national guard troops opened 
fire on rioters at the strike-ridden Electric Auto-Lite plant 
this afternoon. 


It was the first fatality in not- 


ing which has been under way here 
since Tuesday, although more than I 
100 persons had received minor in 
juries. 


The victim, shot through 
the 


jugular vein, died while being tak 
en to St. Vincent's hospital. 
He 


was not identified immediately. 
The second outburst from the 


troopers' guns came when hand-to- 
hand fighting in which rifle butts 
bricks and fists were used by sol- 
diers and rioters followed the first 
volley, which at first drove the 
crowd back 


At St. Vincent's hospital attend- 


ants said four wounded persons had 
just been brought in from the strike 
scene. All were reported to h/ve 
been shot, but how seriously was 
not known immediately. 


The first \olleys were fired over 


the heads o. the crowd which had 
bombarded the soldiers with bricks 
and rocks since 10 o'clock this 
morning 


"Knockout Gas" Used. 


Tear and "knockout" gas had 


been used previously to disperse a 
throng estimated at nearly 3,000

"deadline" area established about 
the plant. 


The rifle shots forced the crowd 


back for a time, and the soldiers re- 
turned to using gas as a weapon. At 
that time, it was estimated that 
nearly a score of persons had been 
injured by rocks or tear gas projec- 
tiles, including several guardsmen. 


The rioters later returned to the 


fray, and engaged in hand-to-hand 
fighting with the soldiers.

John Frahm left here November 7, 


1928, presumably alone, Fred Frahm 
later told authorities he accom- 
panied his brother as far as North 
Platte. On November 12, when John

Nebraska's 
state treasury has 


been lifted out of a "distress situa- 
tion" from having too much cash 
on hand through the purchase of 
$1 000.000 of the newly issued Umtcd 
States treasury bills which Treas- 
urer Hall has just made through the 
United States National bank of 
Omaha. 


The federal obligations wUl bear 
date of May 23 and mature in six 
months, making them fall due next 
Nopember. They were obtained at 
a discount from face value equiva- 
lent to 07 of 1 per cent a year in- 
terest. At that rate, Hall pays $350 
less than one million dollars for the 
lot. but when they fall due the gov- 
ernment will redeem them for the 
even amount 
The state treasury 
thus realizes the very meager inter- 
est return of $350 for lending the 
federal eovernment a million dol- 
lars for half a year. 


Bank Deposits Oversize. 


The amount of interest, however, 
was a minor consideration with

Distributing company; the Nelson 
Lumber <fc Supply company and the 
Commercial State bank of Grand 
Island, now in process of liquido- 
tion. 
The lumber company owns 
the premises occupied by the dis- 
tributing firm under lease and the 
bank holds a mortgage on the prem- 
ises, it is alleged in the 
petition, 


filed by Assistant Attorney General 
Chaney. 


A restraining order is asked forth- 
with, a temporary injunction to be 
made permanent upon final hear- 
ing; a perpetual injunction against 
the defendants forbidding 
them 


from maintaining such an alleged 
nuisance and that the building be 
closed for all purposes for a period 
of one year. 


Specifically, the attorney general 


alleges that on and 
between the 
dates of March 24 and 
May 17 ot 
this year intoxicating 
liquor was 
stored and sold in the building oc- 
cupied by the 
distributing firm, 
where "persons resorted for the pur- 
pose of drinking intoxicating liquors 
as a beverage." 


Attorney General Good said the 


padlock 
action 
was taken 
after 
Kuester was warned personally and 
he failed to heed the warning. This 
was after the attorney general sent 
a letter to all beer wholesalers two 
weeks ago advising them that he 
intended to take padlock action 
against all dealing in hignpowered 
brew. 


Good said as evidence against 
Kuester, the state has two samples 
of beer testing 3.7 per cent alcohol 
by weight, or .5 of one per cent 
higher than the legal 3.2 per cent 
limit. 
Good said the beer was 


labeled not less than 5 per cent nor 
more than 6 per cent by volume.

day with the local officials, 
real 
estate valuations will be on about 
the same level as in 1932. Cass 
county, which he visited Wednes- 
day, will show a little decrease, but 
not much. 


Other counties where Smith has 


made a personal checkup with the 
county assessors are Saunders, But- 
ler. Johnson, and Nemaha. 


From all of the seven where he 
has been the tax commissioner gets 
word that personal property assess- 
ments will show an increase in 
rural territory, because 
of more 
grain held on farms April 1 and 
the higher market prices for 
it.

Prosecution of violators of the 
wholesale produce regulations was 
ordered Thursday by Mayor Fenton 
B. Fleming. Other councilmen with 
the exception of A. C. Harm, agreed 
to the policy. Instructions to prose- 
cute have been given to Police 
Chief Condit. 


Mr. Harm opposes the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance "because the 
occupation tax of $150 is too high."

Cochran Says 1933 Expense $750,000 


Less Than In Previous 


Year. 


Cost of maintaining the state 


highway system in 1933 dropped 
three-quarters of a million dollars 
below that for 1932, despite addi- 
tions to the state system and in- 
creased mileage to be maintained. 


Total maintenance cost in 1933 


was $2,282,135 against $3,027,522 in 
1932. Cochran pointed out that the 
maintenance bill for last year is 
also three-quarters of a million 
dollars less than in 1930, although 
1,500 miles have been added to the 
highway system. 


Maintenance figures for the past

** America, the Associated Press arranges a calen- 
dar of the days developments That thoughtfulness 
is for the convenience of the reader 
If time were 


at a premium Wednesday, the reader could have dis- 
covered from a few lines of type that Clyde Barrow 
and his cigar-smoking femme, Bonnie Parker, rode 
to their death in Louisiana, that Evelyn Frechette, a 
sweetie of John Dilllnger, had been convicted of har- 
boring her boy friend while the officers were on the 
go for him, and that James Lacey and Benjamin 
Wolfiam had pleaded guilty to charges of plotting 
to kidnap E P Adler. 


It was a glorious day for law and justice for those 


who had time to contemplate the results 


We are apt to become discouraged in this fight 


against crime, which is one of the most important 
being waged in this country 
For every one caught, 


and imprisoned, or silenced forever by barking guns, 
it seems that a dozen more foolisn young men step 
forward to take their places 
Crime is a young man's 


game these days The familiar old type of hardened 
criminal men of maturity, is extinct virtually 
In 


his place has stepped callow youth with a baby face, 
for a few crimson months of plunder and murder, 
and then a long sleep beneath fhe sod It s the lat- 
ter which escapas attention for these young people, 
so full of life so thirsty for adventure, want to live 
Mcst of them prize life highly enough that, if they 
could realize only the trail ends in death, they would 
not be so keen for what they describe as the excite- 
ment of lawlessness 


Take the case of Clyde Barrow and Bonnie Park- 


er 
They were mere kids 
They may have acquired 


the fantastic idea that the gesture of the last ride 
was a magnificent end They came tearing down the 
road at 85 miles an hour ignored a command to 
stop reached for their guns, slumped under a hail 
of bullets, and crumpled into ludicrous piles when 
their machine plunged into the embankment 
Their 


luck deserted them it was luck, after all, which en- 
ablPd them to escape the same fate on a number of 
occasions 
And when it was over, what were they? 


Just a couple of bundles of mangled flesh and bones, 
which scoffed and sneered at the bright promise ol 
life and left behind two broken mothers 


The cnme problem is a youth problem 
These 


hardened criminals of the old day were far too much 
in love with life, if at war with law, to take the 
chances of unthinking boys and girls They played it 
safe, never knew what it was to kill solely for the 
lust of blood. And how shall the lesson be borne 
home on these youngsters who have created in fact a 
national crime emergency' And how shall the fruits 
of cnme be presented to them? 
How shall they be 


impressed sufficiently to understand that in the end 
always the story is the same? How shall that ele- 
ment of superegotism, which leads them to believe 
that they are smarter than those who preceded them, 
be rooted out' 


At the same time that forces are being mobilized 


to round up the criminal elements, at the same time 
that no expense is being spared to break their grip, 
at the same time that every effort and every energy 
are being utilized to smash crime, there should be 
some steps to prevent recruiting for the 
depleted 


ranks ^ It takes such a short time to complete the 
jump from a petty crook to a nardenea cesperado. 
Look at Barrow Less than eight years ago. he com- 
mitted his first offense, that of auto theft. In two 
years time, he is charged with having killed ten 
people, the majority of whom were law enforcement 
officers seeking to perform their duty What curious.

with the means to employ a surgeon would have re- 
tained such a practitioner to perform an operation 
upon which life and death depended, yet the un- 
fortunate one subjected to the restrictions imposed 
by members of county boards who in 
their 
own 


cases would have had the services of none but the 
best, must place himself or herself at the mercy of 
anyone selected by such board 


Justice Paine says in his dissenting opinion 
"It 


being common knowledge that 
the 
methods and 


technique in major operations are improving con- 
stantly, has a poor person in distress no alternative 
but to submit to a delicate major operation by a 
county physician who admits that he has not per- 
formed such an operation in twelve or fifteen years'" 


And that is just such a question as everyone of 


humanitarian impulses will ask, and such people will 
also reach his conclusion that "The life of an un- 
fortunate should not be measured in dollars," that 
technicalities should not be permitted to weigh too 
heavily in the scales of justice 


As these words are being written the United States 


navy department is speeding airplanes and a de- 
stroyer a thousand miles across the Southern Pacific 
ocean the lead plane carrying a surgeon and attend- 
ant for the purpose of performing on a noted ex- 
plorer the same sort of operation as that which the 
Madison county woman underwent When the radio 
brought word of tne plight of the explorer, prepara- 
tions were immediately made for his relief, no ques- 
tions being asked as to his financial standing, and 
such acts are characteristic 


The man suffering in the Southern Pacific may be 


of more consequence to science than 
is the poor 


woman in Madison county, but is he of greater value 
to his family? is the dut> of society greater toward 
him than toward "the least of these'' Judge Fame's 
opinion will be approved by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people of Nebraska.

new era In medicine, let us go bacK 
to the beginning in 
planning our 


Utopia—individualism in the prac- 
tice of medicine and the brother- 
hood of man in the organization In 
all forms or organized lUe 'here is 
the survival of the fittest, and so 
it is with men and medicine ' Dr. 
Joseph Bixby of Geneva, president 
of the Nebraska State Medical as- 
sociation 
said in 
addressing the 


sixty-sixth annual banquet in the 
Cornhusker hotel Wednesday even- 
ing 


Thi supply of medical 
men is 


greater than the demand," Dr Bixby 
said, ' but the demand is for a sup- 
ply of better medical men " 


Dr. Bixby continued 
by saying 


that 
every student of medicine 


should be qualified with all of the 
basic principles underlying the prac- 
tice of medicine and taught tnat he 
must know the physical mental and 
emotional man in his entirety. In 
the practical stege of his education 
he should specialize in sociologj and 
medical economics, Dr Bixbj said, 
and when he enters trie private prac- 
tice of medicine he should continue 
his education in order to deliver a 
satisfactory service 


"Strip Off Accessories" 


'In the organization of medicine 
let us apply the simple rule and m 
order to have a well working ma- 
chine, let us strip it of all accessories 
and go back to the original prin- 
ciple of first, the advancement oi 
the science and art of medicine and 
the betterment of public health, to 
act for the medical profession in 
respect to its matenal intrest, pro- 
fessional, social political and eco- 
nomic " he continued. 


The new program will call for 
education, propaganda and a new 
order of service ' Dr Bixby went

'The public must be further 


informed of what medicine contri- 
buted to civilization 
What happi- 


ness, progress and well-being it nas 
brought to an otherwise distraught 
people

a definite program of instruction in

Dr. C. J. Barborka, of the North- 
western university school of medi- 
cine at Chicago, said that because 
of the dangerous propaganda spread 
by merchandisers of reducing form- 
ulas and preparations, physicians 
must be increasingly on the aler* 
to guard the dietetic practices of 
their patients. 


The need of a protective diet to 
keep the body in fie condition to 
ward on disease was emphasized 
by Dr. Barborka. This would con- 
sist of a daily ration of a pint of 
milk, one eg'g, three servings of 
vegetables, two kinds of fruit, a 
tablespoon of butter, and two to 
three ounces of meat, fish or fowl. 


Warns of Excess Sugar. 


Dr. Barborka called attention to 
the alarming increase in the con- 
sumption of sugar. "During the last 
50 years annual per capita con- 
sumption in the United State has 
increased from 8 pounds to 128 
pounds. Sugar is the cheapest form 
of energy but as a food it has not 
one protective feature. The value of 
fruits and vegetables and milk as 
a part of one's diet cannot be over- 
emphasized and it should be added 
that no one should attempt to re- 
duce without consulting a physician 
as to the proper method. One can 
reduce solely through a Drooerlv 
balanced diet."

After Aclolph Frickel. 21. plead-

Di.strict Judge Fro.st Thurs- 
day morning listened to the youth's 
entreaties by changing a 6-months 
penitentiary sentence he had just 
imposed on Prickcl to a term in the 
reformatory for the same period.

"Do you know how many cases 


there are in this docket on which 
you have been or are being prose- 
cuted?" Judge Frost asked 
the 


youth as he started to make an 
entry of the proceedings. Frickel 
did not know, and Judge Frost de- 
clared. "Nine different cases." 


When sentenced for carrying the 


concealed weapon, Frickel pleaded 
for another chance, and stated: "1 
especially don't want the stigma of 
a penitentiary sentence now that I 
have a wife and little boy." Judge 
Frost showed some reluctance about; 
changing the sentence, saying: "Th° 
trouble is you don't seem to ap- 
preciate anything " 


After Frickel had gained the re- 


formatory term he asked: "Can't I 
serve it concurrently with the six 
month's I still have to do in the 
county jail?" 


"No, I've given you the mini- 


mum on this charge, and the sent- 
ence will begin after you have fin- 
ished your time in the jaU," the 
judge said, and declined to listen to 
any further pleas.
